Ford Mustang 


Mustang adds two new models (Mach | and Grandé) and has been 
restyled and stretched 3.8” to 187.4" overall (wheelbase remains 
at 108.0 inches). New styling touches include a cellular-design 
plastic grille, dual headlamps, ventless side glass. ‘‘Formal"’ hard- 
tops have a new roof line with a wider rear pillar... fastback 
models have simulated air scoops in the rear quarter and a spoiler 
on the rear deck. Inside, the instrument panel is new as are seat 
and door trim. Power ventilation is being offered as a new option. 


The Mach | fastback features a 351 cubic inch V-8, high-backed 
bucket seats and performance-oriented handling and appearance 
equipment as standard. Grandé highlights include cloth-trimmed 
bucket seats, molded door panels and wood-toned appointments. 


Standard ‘‘six’’ is 200 cu. in., 115 hp. as in '68. Base V-8 is 302 
cu. in., 220 hp. replacing last year’s 289 cu. in., 195 hp. engine. 
New optional engines include: two 351 cu. in., V-8's at 250 and 290 
horsepower, and a 428 cu. in., 335 hp. V-8 available with Ram-Air. 


Chevrolet Camaro 


Camaro styling for 1969, retains the same basic lines as in 1968, 
with the most pronounced changes being the new grille and tail- 
light treatment. Other styling refinements are reflected in new 
bumpers and new front and rear sheet metal. Wheelbase remains 
at 108”; overall length and width increased by about 144”. Camaro 
continues to offer a hardtop and a convertible in a single series 
with model options including a Rally Sport and Camaro SS appear- 
ance/performance group. 


Interior highlights include wider bucket seats, new instrument 
panel and steering wheel styling and the addition of an anti-theft 
locking system. Finned, front brake drums also have been added 
and new options include 4-wheel power disc brakes, a resilient 
front bumper and variable-ratio power steering. 


Standard ‘‘six’’ and base V-8 unchanged from 1968. Camaro also 
offers a 250 cu. in. ‘‘six'’; new 350 cu. in. 225 hp. V-8 (replacing 
327 cu.in. 275 hp., V-8)...350cu. in. 300 hp., V-8...and 396 cu. 
in. 325 hp., V-8. Optional automatic transmissions include 2-speed 
Power glide, Turbo-HydraMatic (now available with ‘‘sixes'’ and 
V-8's) and Torque-Drive which permits clutchless driving with six- 
cylinder engines. 


Plymouth Barracuda 


Barracuda unveils two new high performance options (‘Cuda 340 
and 383) offered on 2-door hardtop and fastback models. Other- 
wise, the model line-up is same as '68. Overall dimensions 
are essentially unchanged. Styling is largely carryover with detail 
refinements including new grille inserts, new taillight treatment, 
separate back-up lights and side marker plaques in place of 
marker lights. Inside, there’s new seat and door panel trim, as well 
as a new instrument panel applique and three-spoke steering 
wheel. New options include flowered ‘‘Mod-Top" for hardtops and 
Road wheels with cast aluminum center section. 


Engine line-up is unchanged, with four offerings ranging from the 
standard 225 cu. in., 145 hp., ‘‘six’’ to the 383 cu. in., 330 hp. V-8 
which has been upped from 300 hp. 


Mercury Cougar 


Cougar, still the highest priced of the personal sports cars, adds 
convertible models to its base and XR-7 series ... Cougar GT and 
7.0 Litre GT*E model options are dropped for 1969. Styling is all 
new and features new grille with concealed headlamps, sculptured 
body side treatment, new roofline, ventless side windows, and re- 
styled sequential taillights with wrap-around back-up lights. Wheel- 
base remains at 111”. Overall length is up 3.5” and width 2.9". 








Interior features include new ‘‘cockpit-style’’ instrument panel, 
step-on parking brake, new seat trim and new optional power 
windows and Comfort-Stream ventilation. ‘‘Rim-Blow"’ horn stan- 
dard in convertible and XR-7 models and available in optional 
decor group. 


Standard 351 cu. in., 250 hp., V-8 replaces last year’s 302 cu. in., 
210 hp. engine. Optional V-8’s: New 351 cu.in., 290 hp. engine... 
390 cu. in., 320 hp. ... New CJ 428 cu. in., 335 hp. V-8 available 
with Ram-Air induction system. 


Pontiac Firebird 


Firebird goes into 1969 with new styling and carryover model 
lineup and performance/appearance option packages. Restyled

below the beltline, Firebird features a new egg-crate-type split 
grille, body-color bumper extensions, new headlamp styling treat- 
ment, and simulated air exhausts in the front fenders. Rear styling 
refinements include new taillights and concealed fuel filler door. 
Overall length has been increased 2.3”... other dimensions are 
not significantly changed. 


New features also include interior styling refinements, including 
wider bucket seats, anti-theft locking system, and rocker-type 
accessory switches. Three-speed Turbo-HydraMatic now available 
with ‘‘sixes’’ and V-8's. New options: resilient steering wheel rim, 
single-piston front disc brakes, and driver controlled Ram-Air. 


Seven engines are available, ranging from the standard 250 cu. 
in., 175 hp. ‘'six’' to the 400 cu. in., 340 hp., Ram-Air V-8.

Chevrolet Nova 


‘‘Nova"’ replaces ‘'Chevy II'’ as the car line designation. Model 
line-up and exterior dimensions are basically unchanged from '68, 
with Exterior Decor Package, Custom Exterior and Nova SS per- 
formance/appearance groups available optionally. Exterior styling 
is essentially carryover and features new body side trim for the 
standard models. Interior changes include new seat trim and in- 
strument cluster styling, anti-theft locking system, new steering 
wheel, wider-view inside mirror and forward-mounted door lock 
buttons. Finned front brake drums become standard equipment. 


The small 90 hp., 4-cyl. engine is still the standard power plant 
with five engine options available, ranging up to a new 350 cu. in., 
300 hp. V-8, available with the Nova SS option on the 2-door 
sedan. The Turbo-HydraMatic transmission can now be ordered 
with sixes and V-8's . . . new clutchless Torque-Drive option for 
4 and 6 cylinder engines. 


Ford Falcon 


Model line-up, dimensions and basic styling for the 1969 Falcon 
remain much the same as last year. Minor styling changes include 
new front and rear side marker lights on all models, new wheel 
lip and rocker panel moldings on Futura models and redesigned 
optional wheel covers. Inside, new all-vinyl interiors, and a color- 
keyed padded steering wheel are now standard. New optional 
equipment includes accent stripes on Futura models and a dual 
note horn, available on all models. 


Three engines are available ranging from the basic 170 cu. in., 
“6" rated at 100 hp. to the 302 cu. in., 220 hp two-barrel V-8, 
optional on all models. 


Plymouth Valiant 


Valiant retains the same model line-up, wheelbase and length for 
1969. Overall appearance shows only minor revisions .. . restyled 
horizontal grille, plus new front park/turn lights, combination 
tail/back-up lights and concave rear window. Interior trim is new 
and door lock buttons have been moved forward on 2-door models. 
New interior options include fold-down armrests for bench seats 
and carpeting for low-line models. 


Engine selection remains at four, same as '68.... ranging from 
the standard 170 cu. in., 115 hp. ‘‘6” to the optional 318 cu. in., 
230 hp. V-8. 


Dodge Dart 


Dart has dropped its 2-door sedan model and added two new 
high-performance 2-door hardtops (Swinger and Swinger 340). 
The Dart 270 has been redesignated the Dart Custom. Dimen- 
sional changes are negligible and exterior styling is largely carry- 
over except for new grille styling, new taillights, and minor orna- 
mentation changes. Swinger 340 features bumblebee stripe and 
special performance-styled hood. Other 1969 features include 
new interior trim, forward-mounted door buttons in the two-door 
models, and optional fiberglass-belted tires. 


Dart engine availability remains essentially unchanged for 1969, 
with 6 choices ranging from the std. 170 cu. in., 115 hp. ‘'6"’ to the 
383 cu. in., 330 hp. V-8 (rated at 300 hp. in '68) opt. on GTS. 


Chevrolet Corvair 


Corvair's model line-up, dimensions and exterior styling are un- 
changed from 1968. Minimal overall changes include new interior 
trim and minor chassis refinements. Corvair goes into 1969 as 
the only GM car without the new anti-theft locking system. Corvair 
also carries over its three air-cooled 164 cu. in. ‘‘sixes'’, ranging 
in power from 95 hp. to 140 hp.

For 1969, Chevelle has dropped the low-end 300 series, will 
merchandise the SS 396 as an option on all 2-door models instead 
of a series as in '68, and has introduced a luxury Concours option 
for the Malibu 4-door hardtop. Station wagons will be merchan- 
dised as a separate line and will not carry Chevelle nomenclature. 
Exterior dimensions are essentially unchanged with 2 and 4 door 
modelscontinuing to have different overall lengths and wheelbases. 


Exterior styling refinements include new molded grille, restyled 
bumpers and taillights and ventless side glass on 2-door hardtop 
and convertible models. Interior highlights include new trim, 
anti-theft locking system, instrument panel styling refinements 
and flow-thru Astro-Ventilation standard on models with ventless 
side glass. All models also will be equipped with finned front 
brake drums. 


Engines: ‘‘Sixes’’ and base V-8 same as '68. Optional 327 cu. 
in. V-8's replaced by 2 versions of the new 350 cu. in. V-8 rated 
at 255 and 300 hp. respectively. Top engines are 396 cu. in., 
325 and 350 hp., V-8's available only with SS 396 package. Three- 
speed Turbo-HydraMatic now available on Sixes and V-8's. 


Ford Fairlane 


Fairlane has added a new top-of-the-line high-performance Cobra 
series .. . formal roof hardtop and fastback. Dimensions essen- 
tially carry-over except for slight lowering of height on most 
models. Styling changes include three distinct new grilles for 
Fairlane, Torino and Cobra series, and restyled taillights. Torino 
GT models have stimulated hood scoops with integral turn signal 
indicators. Interior refinements are minor and include modified 
instrument cluster, new trims plus new door panel appliques. New 
options include ‘‘Rim-Blow’’ horn, Traction-Lok differential and 
4-way power Seat. 


Standard ‘'6"’ increased 50 cu. in., 40 hp. Base V-8 (std. on 
Torino GT) increased 10 hp. Options: Two versions of new 351 
cu. in. V-8’s—250 and 290 hp... . 390 cu. in., 320 hp... . 428 
cu. in., 335 hp. (std. Cobra) available with Ram-Air option. 


Plymouth Belvedere/ Satellite 


Belvedere series designations are unchanged for '69. Two models 
have been added... aconvertible in the Road Runner serjes and 
a 4-door sedan in the Sport Satellite series. The 116” wheelbase 
is retained and overall dimensions are virtually the same. Styling 
refinements include new grilles for all series (unique plastic grilles 
for GTX and Sport Satellite) and restyled rear deck and taillights. 
Interior changes are minor and include new trim schemes, in- 
strument panel modifications, and forward-positioning of door 
lock buttons on 2-door models. Major new options . . . manually 
operated 6-way bucket seat and flowered, Mod Top and interior 
on Satellite 2-door hardtop. 


Engine sizes and line-up remain virtually unchanged except 
that 318 cu. in., 230 hp. V-8 replaces 273 cu. in., 190 hp. V-8 as 
base V-8 (std. in Sports Satellite). Other V-8’s include three ver- 
sions of optional 383 cu. in. at 290, 330 and 335 hp. (std. on Road 
Runner)...440cu. in., 375 hp. (std. GTX)... 426 cu. in., 425 hp. 
(opt. GTX and Road Runner). 


Mercury Comet Sports Coupe 


Still a single model 2-door hardtop. Styling changes include new 
die-cast grille and restyled taillights and side marker lights. Overall 
dimensions largely carryover except for slight increase in length 
and minor reduction in height. Interiors feature new door and seat 
trim and teakwood instrument panel applique. New optional 
features include sports steering wheel with ‘‘Rim-Blow’’ horn and 
Traction Lok axle that permits higher torque.

428 cu. in., 335 hp. 


Dodge Coronet 


Coronet has added a 2-door hardtop model to its Super Bee 
series, otherwise series designations and model lineup remain 
unchanged. Dimensions are largely carry over. Styling changes 
are minimal and include new grille with wedge-shaped outer ex- 
tensions and new horizontal taillight styling theme. Interior fea- 
tures include forward-positioning of door lock buttons on 2-door 
models, split-back bench seat with center armrest on the Coronet 





500 4-door sedan and new optional wood-toned instrument panel 
for 500 and R/T models, and manually operated 6-way bucket seat. 


Engine sizes are the same as 1968, but the 318 cu. in., 230 hp. 
V-8 replaces the 273 cu. in., 190 hp. V-8 as the base 8 cylinder 
engine (standard on 500, optional on Deluxe and 440). Optional 
V-8's: 383 cu. in... . 290 hp., 330 hp. and 335 hp. (new and 
standard on Super Bee)... 440 cu. in., 375 hp. (Standard R/T) 

. and 426 cu. in., 425 hp. optional in all R/T and Super Bee 
models. 


Dodge Charger 


Charger adds a high performance 2-door hardtop—Charger 500— 
to its Charger and R/T models. Dimensions are carryover and

Ford 


Ford models feature all new styling for 1969. Side windows on 
convertible and 2-door hardtops are ventless . . . top-of-the line 
XL and LTD series have die-cast grille with concealed headlamps 
and unique rear styling . . .

Optional Tempest/LeMans 
engines include 250 cu. in., 230 hp. overhead cam ‘'six’’. . . two 
versions of the 350 cu. in. V-8 rated at 265 and 320 hp. GTO is 
powered by 400 cu. in. V-8’s... 350 horsepower standard... 265 
hp. regular fuel (optional at no cost)...335 hp... .340 hp. avail- 
able with Ram-Air. 


Oldsmobile F-85/ Cutlass 


Oldsmobile series and model line-ups are the same as 1968, 
except that the F-85 4-door sedan has been deleted leaving the 
model count at 14. Basic styling and dimensions for this line are 
essentially carryover except for new split grilles (vertically ribbed 
grille inserts for all series except 4-4-2, which has horizontal-bar 
inserts), repositioned headlights and parking lights and ornamen- 
tation refinements. Restyling at the rear includes new bumpers, 
taillights and back-up lights. Vent windows eliminated in 2-door 
hardtops and convertibles . . . which now have upper ventilation 
system as standard . . . system optional on other models. New 
anti-theft locking system. New options include ‘‘Rim-Blow”' horn, 
fiberglass-belted tires and new lighter-weight 3-speed automatic 
transmission available on all except 4-4-2 series. 


Engines: The 250 cubic inch, 155 horsepower ‘‘six'’ continues 
to be standard in F-85 and Cutlass. Base V-8 (standard in Vista-
